Answer to U. S. on 


Portal Pay Return 


Opinion in Pottery Case 


May be Returned This 
Weekend, Court Says 


Detroit, Feb. 5—(AP)—Federal 


Judge Frank A. Picard, terminat- 
ing the Mt. Clemens Pottery com- 
pany case, deferred today for 24 
hours a decision on whether the 
United States government may be- 
come a party to the portal-to-por- 
tal suit. 


The court said he hoped to have 


an opinion in the pottery case, 
which led to nearly $5,000,000,000 
in portal pay claims, by this week- 
end. 


John 
F. 
Sonnett, 
assistant 


United States attorney general, 
said the government wants to en- 
ter the case^ and return it to the 
Supreme court "as soon as possi- 
ble." 


Earlier Sonnett told the federal 


judge that this course of action 
had "been cleared by every govern- 
ment agency, including the presi- 
dent of the United States." 


Sonnett presented a petition to 


Federal Judge Frank A. Picard 
asking permission for the govern- 
ment to step into the six-year-old 
case which was the forerunner of 
nearly 
.$5,000,000,000 
in portal 


claims against industry. 


Assesses Portal Time 


Judge Picard, who is hearing 


the Mt. Clemens case, Indicated 
that he is not opposed to the gov- 
ernment entering the case but 
that he felt that the national CIO 
should be given the same oppor- 
tunity. 


The district judge has been di- 


tected by the Supreme court to 
Assess portal time in the pottery 
case and decide whether or not 
it is too trivial to deserve dam- 
ages. 


Sonnett, rnaintaimng that the 


time was too trivial to merit no- 
tice, appeared last week as a 
friend of the court, a status that 
gave the government no interest 
in the suit beyond the District 
court hearing.

Testimony Conflicts 


Charles E. Doll, Sr., general

Judge Picard labeled some of 


the employes' testimony "absurd" 
and added:

The court also expressed con- 


cern over his right to grant relief 
for portal time that he said was 
never asked for by the pottery 
employes.

lars." Judge Picard told Edward 
Lamb, attorney for the employes, 
who were members of Local 1053. 
CIO United Pottery workers, "you 
claimed that the company had fal- 
sified time cards. You later aban- 
doned this and in a second bill 
said the company jumped the gun 
to get the employes in early.

Injured When Fast Passenger 


Train Strikes Gasoline Truck 


So, Pacific Streamliner 
is Showered With 


Flaming Gasoline 


Fresno, Calif., Feb. 5.—(AP)— 


A crack Southern Pacific passeng- 
er train smashed through a tank 
truck and trailer later yesterday 
with an explosion heard six miles 
away, showering ten railroad cars 
with flaming gasoline and killing 
at least four persons. 


Ninety passengers were injured, 


nearly 30 remaining in serious con- 
dition today. 


The train was the streamlined 


San Joaquin Daylight enroute from 
Los AngeJes to Oakland. It was 
sprayed with burning gasoline and 
turned into a blazing wreck in a 
matter of seconds; its gayly-decor- 
ated orange cars jammed with 
frantic passengers smashing win- 
dows and fighting crazily to es- 
cape. 


Ten of the streamliner's I-i cars 


burned. KTone left the tracks but 
the sudden envelopment of the 
train in blazing gasoline and dead- 
ly fumes created a 
near-panic 


among the hundreds of passengers. 
. The streamliner, racing through 
the flatlands of the San Joaquin 
valley, slashed into the tank truck 
at 3:25 p. m. (PST) yesterday. For 
hours afterward railway officials, 
the Red Cross and other relief ag- 
encies struggled to aid the scores 
of casualties and find out the ex- 
tent of the disaster.

The scene was one of tragic hor- 


ror as the searing flames trapped 
msfly-isf -the-SOO-passengers-in." the 
cars. 


Some passengers were injured 


when they smashed windows and 
jumped from the cars through 
flames that leaped eight to ten 
feet high—burning grass along; the 
right of way added to the fire haz- 
ard.

Washington, Feb. 5—(AP) — 


President Truman told congress 
today that the United Nations has 
made "great progress" in the past 
year but that world hopes for 
peace can yet "be betrayed and 
lost1; 


"The difficulties and dangers 


that lie before us are many and 
serious," Truman said m a letter 
transmitting to' both the senate 
and house a report on United 
States activities m the world or- 
ganization during 1946. 


He declared in the report itself 


that progress made on interna- 
tional control of atomic energy is 
"heartening," due chiefly to in- 
creasing- Russian agreement with 
American proposals for a world 
control system. 


On the other hand, the chief 


executive described 
as 
"disap 


pomtingly slow" the work of the 
military staff committee. That 
TJ. N. agency has the task of or- 
ganizing- the forces which the se- 
curity council is authorized to use 
against any future aggressor. 


Truman said, however, "there 


are already signs of greater speed 
and. it is hoped that the pace o: 
the committee's work will con- 
tinue to accelerate." 


Big- Accomplishment 


The president listed as one out- 


standing- accomplishment of the 
peace ag-ency during its first year 
:he unanimous agreement by the 
54 member nations, including- Rus- 
sia, on the principle of interna- 
tional control and inspection bf 
atomic energy,

"Manj- months of hard work 


and difficult negotiation in the 
ecurity council and the atomic 
energy commission lie ahead. Not 
all the essential principles have 
been agreed upon. ' .The problem 
of enforcement must still be re- 
solved.

ihe operating engineers, to sit on 
the jury.

rage," in the Fay case occurred 
nevertheless 
after

signal had been flown in these es- 
says and after Mr. Clark's per- 
sonal attention had been directed 
to the jdb in the course of a ride 
in his car from his office to his 
dentist's studio. In that conversa- 
tion, Mr. Clark expressed no mis- 
givings concerning: Judge Thomas 
F. Meaney, who presided over both 
the Pr-oss case and the "— damned 
outrage," but he did say he wasn't 
so confident of Rossbach, who had 
"given us a lot of trouble." The 
trial was in progress at the time. 


Mr. Clark was deeply preoccu- 


pied with the John L. Lews case 
just then. But, busy as he was, 
he should have moved to forestall 
the "— damned outrage" by send- 
ing to Newark government counsel 
in whom he had strong confidence.

The repetition of defeat in the 


Supreme court may have made Mr.

His memory is still warm in the 
hearts of the thousands who heard 
him lecture and of those who knew 
him as a friend. 


"Mrs. Taft first tells, with en- 


livening anecdotes and excerpts 
from letters, of his family life as 
a boy and of the five years he spent 
in Paris in the studio of Dumont. 
There he worked hard to learn his 
sculptor and to lay the foundation 
for his appreciation of art. 


Success Beginning 


"In 1886 Taft returned to Amer- 


ica to settle in Chicago where he 
found the going hard until the 
World's Fair of 1893 brought op- 
portunity knocking at his door. A 
good commission was allotted him 
and he was asked to superintend 
all the sculpture at the fair. He 
met important people and his name 
became known. 


"As a result Taft began to lec- 


ture to cultural groups and, later, 
at the Art institute, the University 
of Chicago, and the University of 
Illinois. The fame of his lectures 
spread to all parts of the country, 
so that for the rest of his life his 
talks on the history of art and 
demonstrations of the making of 
sculptor were big events in any 
community. As a 
byproduct of 


these lectures he wrote two books 
on sculpture, one of which. 'The 
History of American Sculpture.' is 
still the standard work in its 
field."

— The brief ceremony for "Scar- 
face" Al was in complete contrast 
to the funeral services for gang- 
sters in. the prohibition era- There 
was no motorcycle escort: no 
flags, and whereas carloads ot 
flowers accompanied the proces- 
sions of the gangsters killed when 
Capone held power, only a blanket 
of white gardenias, topped with 
' orchids, was placed on his ,casket. 


There were less than two score 


persons at the grave, including a 
few policemen, some curious who

arrived shortly before the casket 
•was removed from the vault and 
stayed in their cars while the cas- 
ket was arranged at the grave. At 
the conclusion of the service the 
mourners returned to their cars 
and drove away.

Plan for Vets Now 


Before Legislature 


Marbvitz Introduce* the 


Measure, Which Asks 


$100,000,000 Fund 


Springfield. 111., Feb. 5—(AP) 


—A proposal that the state ap- 
' propriate $300,000,000 to provide 


permanent housing for veterans 
has been placed before the Bli- 
'nois legislature. 


The proposal was made by Sen- 


ator A. L. Marovitz, Chicago Dem- 
ocrat, in a bill introduced yester- 
day with three other housing 
measures. 


Marovilz recommended that the 


Republican dominated legislature 
establish a moratorium on new 
state building- projects to make 
materials available for housing. 
He excepted from the proposed 
moratorium construction work on 
state'hospitals and veterans in- 
stitutions. 


Green Wants Private Type 


Governor Green has said the 


"only real solution" of the hous- 
ing problem lies in the erection 
of new housing facilities through 
private capital. 
.The other "Marovitz bills would 


speed up condemnation of vacant 
and tax delinquent lands, and per- 
mit local housing authorities to 
assemble land for veterans proj- 
ects. 


Also offered were new meas- 


ures to: 


Require wardens of state, coun- 


ty and city penal institutions to- 
notify the state department of 
public safety 30 days in advance 
of the release of sexual psycho- 
pathic persons upon completion 
of their terms.

Permit cities to levy "a three 


per cent tax on gross revenue of 
carriers transporting persons or 
commodities on city streets. 


Create a legislative commission 


to investigate "violent deaths" of 
inmates • of state institutions and 
report findings to the 1949 gen- 
eral assembly.

seeking 550,000 damages against, 
present and former members of 
the Illinois Board of Pardons and 
Paroles has been filed in Federal 
court on behalf of

than was legal. 


The suit, filed by Attorney. John 


F. Cashen. Jr., said Loughren now 
was a resident of Pittsburgh. Pa. 
(no address available). It named 
13 defendants, including Warden 
Joseph Ragen of the Illinois State 
Penitentiary. 


The petition said Loughren was 


sentenced in Cook county Fe'o. 26, 
1919, to one to 14 years in prison, 
after he pleaded guilty.to a rob- 
bery .charge. The maximum sen- 
tence he should have served for 
that charge, with time off for 
good behavior, the suit said, was 
eight years and three months. On 
that basis, the petition continued. 
Loughren should have been re- 
leased June 26, 1927. 


Given Banishment Parol't 


However, the suit alleged, he 


was kept in prison until April 1, 
1929, and then given a banishment 
parole to the state of Pennsyl- 
vania. After his release, it stated, 
he was sent to the Michigan state 


penitentiary in Jackson. The suit 
did not'state the charge. 


In November, 1900,' the petition 


added, the Illinois parole bf-ard 
issued a warrant charging viola- 
tion of parole and a 
detainer. 


When he was released from the 
Michigan prison in March, 1940, 
the suit said,, he was arrested 
at the prison gates by an Illinois 
parole agent, and returned to Jo- 
liet. The warrant issued by the 
parole board, the suit declared, 
was "illegal and spurious." 


It stated he was finally re- 


leased from Joliet Feb. 6, 1945. 


Claims Hearing" Denied 


The suit said FBI records show 


the robbery charge against Loug1- 
hi-en should have expired in 1940, 
and that the parole board had 
no further jurisdiction over him 
after that date. It added he was 
denied a hearing by the parole 
board on his return from Jack- 
son and that the board "arbitrari- 
ly'1 added 10 years to his old sen- 
tence at that time.
